Anyway, I kept the 50L6 heater first in the 'string' and the 
detector/BFO 
(12SR7) last in the 'string'. Used to use a 50 ma selenium rectifier in those

a switch and a single toggle switch for BFO completed the project. You learned

Hi! 
Looking through the Moore book, I've found a couple of interesting 


things. On Page 96, there's a photo of the McMurdo Silver "Jones 
All-Band Exciter." the schematic of which shows up in the '35 "Radio 


Amateur Newcomer." It's interesting-looking, especially since I'm slowly 
accumulating parts to build one! Moore gives the tube line-up for the 
screen modulator, for which I don't have a schematic...but (transformer 
details aside), it sounds straightforward, 6C6/76/P-P 42s. 


The other interesting entry is on page 18, the Browning BLEC-5 (no, 
really), an attracive rack-mounted 25W AM/CW rig with internal eco (er, 
vfo) and crystal osc. This one was written up in "Radio" in '39 or '40 
with no mention of commercial availability. It'd be quite a find and is 
fairly sophisticated, with regulated low B+ for the eco (and PA screen, I 
think). Original RF tube line-up is all Raytheon but they're tubes with 
RCA near-equivalents. Dunno about that eco--it uses an 802/RK-25, 
driving the 807/RK-39 PA without buffering. Might be a little jumpy! 


...Don't miss the xStancorx AT-1 (1937), or Utah's SX-25 
xtransmitter,*x the latter being just the thing to sit beside your Halli 
Super Defiant...! :) 


Also missed the Hughes-Mitchell "X-EC." With the Signal Shifter (okay, 
they did promote is as a QRP rig as well as an eco) and the Sonar eco, 
you'd've thunk the X-EC (based on a Chas.

I saw a few notes on the Ameco. I am looking at an old Harrison Catalog 
with Bil's signature dated May 8, 1959. This catalog was given me by SK Mac 
W2NSA of Spring Lake, NJ. I went to Harrison in 1960 and got my own copy, too. 


On page A-254 there is a picture of the Ameco AC-1. No size given but the 
only difference between the AC-1 and AC-1T is that tubes come with the AC-1T 
kit. According to another W2 I taked to recently the Ameco deign was 
purchased from Micamold. The only difference is that Ameco aimed this at 
Novices so only offered 80 and 40 meter coils. Remember the Micamold was 
sold 1947-49 and there was no Novice until 1952 so Micamold had coils for 
20. The one I have has a homebrew 10 and 15 coil, but it goes bonkers on 10 
and must run carefully on 20 and 15 to not go into self-oscillation. Both 
rigs run 15 to 20 watts. At least two other companies built this same 
design but since it is so straight forward they did nothing to stop it . 
Ameco also made a small receiver to go with the AC-1 in the early 60's. 
Boy..if Stu Meyer W2GHK was still around he could give us a wealth of info 
as he was involved with Hammarlund, Ameco, and Aerotron. Ameco is still in 
business. I wonder if this is just the name or does someone there have a 
history to tell!

This is probably a dropping resistor that was added to the supply to 
compensate for using solid state rectifiers and to some degree, the increase 
from 110 to 125 V AC line voltage. If the solid state restifiers are still 
there, leave the resistor. If they are gone and using tubes (my pref) then 
pull it out and possiblly substitute a lesser value R of the proper wattage 
to compensate for the higher line voltage. In either case, after 
determining the type of rectifiers in use, and getting the resistor sorta 
right , measure the resulting Voltage and adjust accordingly. 100 ohms 
sound a bit high. It's usually closer to 67 ohms.

>It's not supposed to be there. The only 100o0hm resistor in the 516F-2 is 
the small (1/2 W) one that is in series with the selenium rectifier for the 
bias supply. A common modification is to replace the selenium rectifier 
(which is in a little cube that mounts to the chassis with a single stud) 
with a modern Si diode (e.g., 1N4007). In that event, the 100 ohm resistor 
is not needed and can be removed. 


To check out the supply, I'd pull the tubes, short pins 5 and 7 on the end 
of the multconductor cable (doing so will turn on the supply) and ramp the 
a.c. voltage up slowly. If you can monitor the a.c. primary current, it 
shouldn't exceed 200mA or so. Next measure the bias voltage (at the wiper on 
the bias adjust pot) and see if you can vary it over a range that includes 
about -80V. Next, plug in one the 5U4GB and measure the low voltage, which 
should be about 340V. Finally, plug in the 5R4 and measure the high voltage, 
which should be around 900 Volts. If the supply hasn't been used in years, 
then you could reduce the a.c. voltage to about 80Volts for a few hours 
before cranking it up all the way. (80Volts should be enough to bring the 
rectifier tubes to life.) 


Note that the xfmr in the 516F-2 will get quite hot (even at no load), if 
you leave it on for several hours. This is normal behavior.

The Heath TT-1 proportional mutual conductance type tube tester uses an 18 
megohm grid resistor to check for grid current. 


The voltage developed across this high-value resistor is measured by a 
VTVM-type of voltmeter. 


They suggest running the tube ‘hot' during this test if you suspect gas, by 
enclosing the tube and/or running it at higher than rated filament voltage 
(‘the amount of increase being left to the discretion of the operator'!!) 
to get its temperature up. 


There is no scale to the grid current test on this tester as they state 
that any amount is to be considered as detrimental to the operation of the 
tube. I don't offhand know what a full scale reading would correspond to 
in terms of grid current.

Hi Ho 
thanks the many who responded with suggestions 
about the Drake 2B ripple problem, 
And the winner appears to be....(you will know who you are) 


Last night I explored and discovered that the culprit appears to be the 8BN8. 


I did not measure the ripple in the power supply - it was suggested that this 
was unlikely to be the problem, and anyway could be better judged by bridging 
with another cap. 


I did the bridging experiment and sure enough, no difference in hum. 
In fact there are three sources of hum: 


1. There is a volume-dependent hum which grows loud only near full volume. 
This I will accept as inevitible in a tube circuit when there is lots of 
gain. 


2. If you pull the audio output tube, of course there is silence (control 
condition). But if you pull only the 8BN8 audio driver (also is bias rect and 
noise limiter) with the audio output tube in place - there remains only a 
very small amount of residual hum (of course not volume-control dependent). 
To be heard you must put your ear up to the speaker. This I will also 
consider to be unavoidable. 


If you pull xonly*x the two detector tubes feeding the 8BN8, (V6 and/or V7) 
big hum returns. 


Thus the hum is being generated in the 8BN8 stage rather than being fed into 
it. 


Finally, I pulled only V6 & V7, and disconnected C53, the 0.005 microfarad 
cap feeding the audio output tube from the 8BN8 triode section (audio amp) 
plate with the result that the hum disappeared. Thus the 8BN8 was not 
generating hum merely by its presence which was then indirectly coupled to 
the audio amp. 


Since the hum with V6 & V7 removed is *xnotx volume control-dependent, and 
given the above tests, it seems very likely that the hum is generated 
internally in this tube. 


Today I will order a new one and try a swap in a week or so when it arrives. 


Stay tuned for the next installment of hum wars.

Hi Gang, 


At the risk of beating a dead horse, I would add one more comment to the 
thread on packing and shipping fragile BAs. I waited to hear from the 
recipient of my 75A4 before mentioning a new organization I tried; indeed 
they delivered as promised, so here is the story- 


I needed to pack up a 75A4 to ship, and of course was very concerned about it 
arriving in good shape. Now it so happens that I have a large, very sturdy 
old military transit case. It is a tough plastic clamshell affair with one 
hinged side and two thumb clamp closures on each of the other three sides. 
The interior is fitted with foam panels and has a central rectangular cut-out 
which needed only slight trimming to swallow exactly the 75A4. Such a 
shipping container could not be a better protected environment for shipping a 
fragile but heavy device, and I was eager to give it a try (not to mention 
saving all the time finding bubble wrap, dual boxes, etc). 


The outside dimensions are approximately 30 x 30 x 22 inches and so I got 
everything set and called UPS. Sorry, their limit is 130 inches (L + 2H + 2W) 
and my case comes out to 134 inches. So I asked if that was close enough and 
was told by three different UPS agents, quite rudely, that even a fraction of 
an inch over the limit will disqualify a package, and further they have no 
provision for attaching a surcharge to deal with a slightly oversize package. 


Just the sort of arrogance you expect when there is insufficient competition! 


Like some others on the net mentioned, I tried about eight other trucking 
companies, but all were set up to handle either (1) very large loads and 
therefore had minima in the $300.00 range or (2) competed only in the 
overnight express business, in which case they were charging around $150.00 
or more. Parcel post was out of the picture for both size and weight 
considerations. Others were ruled out, even if I wanted to pay the huge fees, 
because they would not insure the item. Finally Greyhound looked like the 
best deal at $118.00, but the recipient would have to go pick it up, and when 
I called back to confirm the price, a different agent had a different story 
about cost and time for delivery (like up to 2 weeks - yuk!). This did not 
inspire confidence. 


These costs were painful, since the estimate I got from the UPS web page, 
should the package have fit, was about $50.00. 


Finally I stumbled on an organization called Air-Go. They were extremely 
courteous and helpful, have residential pick-up if needed, will label and put 
fragile stickers on for you if desired, insurance up to any reasonable amount 
was not a problem, nor was size. They did charge more ($85.00) but the 
receiver was sent on Friday and arrived 2000 miles away on Tuesday - much 
faster than UPS unless they shipped by air, in which case they would have 
charged over $120.00. Finally Air-Go delivers to residences with no 
additional charge. 


So with an admittedly small sample size (1) I would encourage y'all to try 
Air-Go for things which need to move relatively quickly and which UPS won't 
deal with.

I am shipping 2 radios to Jim Munzer at Antique 
Elec. in Tempe and am going to try new idea (at 
least for me) maybe some of you have tried it 

please let me know as I will ship tom (Thursday) 


The radios are: Heath SB303 Rcvr approx 15 lbs 
Heath SB 401 TX approx 25 lbs 


My idea is to pack each in its own box tightly 
with peanuts. 


In the outer box, I plan to squirt about an inch 
of expandable home insulating foam in the bottom 
then place the first box on the foam. Spray some 
more in around the sides and top then place the 
second box. When the second box is in place, 
again spray down the sides and top. 


I will let it expand then trim the top off with a 
saw so the box will seal. 


If all goes as planned, the shipping container 
will be solid foam on the inside with the radios 
in their "pods" cushioned by the peanuts. 


A can of this spray foam costs 3 or 4 dollars 
depending on the brand. I guess if you wanted to 
save the boxes, you could wrap the inner ones in 
plastic and then place a large plastic garbage 

bag inside the outer box. I doing neither 
figuring the waste of the cardboard boxes is cheap 
insurance to make sure the radios get there in the 
same condition they were shipped. 


Please let me know any thoughts the rest of you 
might have and if you know Jim as I am sure many 
do, ask him how they arrived. I will followup on 
that also and post to the group.

I also gave this some thought. My impressions with using this stuff as a foam 
insulating 

material is mixed. It is very, very sticky. It expands for a long time and 
somewhat more 

than the instructions suggest. It will take paint off and is so adhesive that it 
is 

just heck to get it off of anything, even polyethelyne. When cured it is very 
difficult 

to cut or saw, it can be done but the results are rough. I would use this around 
any - 

thing valuable with considerable caution. Unlike the packing foams which seem to 
cure 

up to a kind of dry brittle foam, the insulating foam seems to stay much more 
flexible 

and tough, and it is really tough, too. Let us know how you do with this.

seller's vehicle)

brass plate with an engraved W4 call bolted to 
center of front panel (sold, early morning) 


KWM-2 $600 clean, didn't look close, doesn't interest me 
(didn't sell) 

S-line $1650 75S-3, 32S-1, speaker box, accessory box, don't 
know numbers & don't care (didn't sell) 

NM-20 $75 Stoddart field strength meter, no supply, clean 
(didn't sell) 

BC-312 $90 very rough, lots of loose internal wires/parts 


(didn't sell) 


There were many other pieces of Heathkit gear (DX-100, SB-301, 

things of that ilk) as well as National and Hallicrafters. I was too 
busy looking for military surplus gear and parts that I didn't pay 
much attention to the civilian boatanchors. 


The big surprise of the fest was the plummeting prices for solid- 
state gear. Before I saw the light, I hankered after this mega buck 
silicon stuff. At this fest, I saw: Icom R-70 - $325, Icom R-71A - 
$425, Kenwood R-5000 - $500. It is gratifying that boatanchors are 
increasing in value while plastic/silicon boxes are dropping. 


Coda: 


When I got home I plopped the R-390 on the bench. In spite of 

all the dire external signs, there were surprisingly few internal 
mods. The seller told me "it worked when I plugged it in last year." 
Been there, heard that, tell me another. 


I stuffed some 1N4004s in the 26Z5 sockets and, like a fool, I 
plugged it in. It hummed, I heard static, the B+ fuse blew. I put 
another fuse in. The radio hummed, I heard a station, smoke began to 
curl out from under the radio. 


Between the hum and the B+ fuse blowing, I suspected the regulator 
section on the AF deck. I pulled it and found a cracked 47 ohm 2w 
resistor. While I was replacing it, I spotted the fatal cause. Some 
bonehead had jammed one of the 6082s into its socket with the pin 
index misaligned. This wasn't a tube with the bakelite center index 
cracked off! It was complete! I pulled the tube out, rotated it to 
the correct position and reinserted it. Now I know why the radio came 
without 26Z5s. Somebody blew them up! 


I turned the radio on and it played but I couldn't find any 
recognizable stations. I finally stumbled across WWV at 14+602, then 
at 9+602, and 4+602. I pulled the black cover off the veeder root 
display unlocked the collar on the gear, tuned in WWV and reset the 
dial. I then checked the calibration over each 1 MHz band and found 


the worse case to be +700Hz high at the top end. 


I have no idea how the counter dial could have been so far off while 
the radio was still in decent alignment. The guy jammed a misaligned 
6082 into the socket was capable of some serious mayhem. 

Fortunately, he didn't dig too far into this radio. 


Now I have a nicely functioning, reasonably calibrated R-390 for $40. 
The icing on the cake is, that whatever SSB mod a previous owner had 
installed, it works great. I'll have the pull the IF deck and trace 
it out. I bought this radio as a parts unit for another R-390 I'm 
restoring. Now that it plays, the rolls are reversed. I'll be 
stripping the one I already have. 


Princeton, IL. I'll be back.

R-174/URR is better known as the AN/GRR-5. I used ‘em in the Marine Corps 
in the early sixties & they made life a bit easier listening to AFRTS from 
Okinawa, etc. You should be able to get manuals from Tartan Electronics 
out in Tucson AZ -- call Gene at (602) 577-1022. Fair Radio also carries 
‘em, I believe. Most common problem is the copper oxide rectifier stack 
in the PP-308 power supply/audio amp. Next after that is the buffer 
Capacitor on the power transformer -- when it goes, it takes the 
transformer with it! Even if you use 110VAC, that supply insists on 
producing DC, feeding it to a vibrator, and feeding that to the 
transformer to produce high voltage. Not exactly optimal for home use. 
You'll generally find the set described as "receiver works, but the power 
supply is dead". Now you have another hobby -- repairing the PP-308.

Good advice on tracing out the circuit. Have done this many times. You 
must have missed an earlier post on this when I explained this information 
was for a W8... friend, that it had missing components and probable 
modifications, that I had found a workalike schematic in the RME DM-30x, 
and that I had not seen this device as yet. The DM-30X uses an 1852 as RF 
amp, a 6C5 as the oscillator, and 6SJ7 as mixer. The Chanalyst goes to 80 
mHz so I concur with your analysis that a 6SA7 functioning as a mixer needs 
an external oscillator. Without a schematic or a quick look at another 
unit, I can only assume that the tube complement is indeed correct and not 
itself the result of a "modification". When I see the device, I will use 
Jack Darr's favorite test equipment to try to determine what's what and 
what should be (he coined the term "well-calibrated eyeball"). 

Another BA list member has indicated a possible source for a manual so I 
will follow up to the list when we get more information.

Well, never being one to pass up a piece of test equipment :-) :-) 
I recently picked up a sub-audio/audio signal generator. From the ID tag,

This generator appears to be capable of generating frequencies from .008 Hz 
to 2000 Hz. (I thought there might be a missing multiplier marking, but it 
really does go down that low. Although I'm not sure how useful I'll find 
those frequencies.) In addition, it has sine, triangle, and square waves as 
output. 


First order of business is to put a proper grounded power cord on the beast. 
The current two-wire cord is fine outside the unit, but inside after the strain 
relief the insulation is falling off the wires...not good...but easy to fix. 
Now for my questions: 


1) Does anyone know any more about this piece? 


2) Anyone know where I might obtain a copy of the schematic, maintenance 
manual, and/or operating manual? 


and since there is at least one bad cap in the power supply... 

3) Does anyone know a source for the can electrolytics which are held in 
by a large threaded nut? (As opposed to the twist tab FP style.) The 
ones in this unit are made by Mallory, but I couldn't find anything 
similar in my Allied, AES, or Newark catalogs.

Hi! 


Quick note on using hardware-store spray-can insulating foam: 


A) The most common, least expesive type burns pretty easily and produces 
toxic gas. Might not be accepted by the air freight outfits. 

B) It xis*x wretched stuff to try to get off whatever it sticks to. 
Most solvents that will get it off take the paint off, too. 

C) There are several variations. Some are "fireproof," some expand 
less, etc. Be careful, the most-expanding stuff could be trouble around 
a bagged boatanchor--meter glasses, dial glasses, etc, might get crunched. 

D) Seems to take awhile to set up. Flows a lot while so doing. For 
double-boxing, the inner box will be needed to get the "walls" to stay put. 


For shipping, I would suggest the fire-rated version, between double 
boxes. I would not use it next to the gear. YMMV. 


I have been using this stuff to close up the hole in the wall where all 
of the big TV transmission line, microwave waveguide, heliax, etc. 
enters/leaves the TV transmitter building. What I have been using is not 
fire-rated (oops), so it'll be coming out on the final redo in the 
renovation. It's frustrating stuff to close up a large hole in a vertical 
wall with, requiring several layers. It's not bad for a single line 
through a hole big enough to clear the connector, and the fire-rated stuff 
would be FB for a ham coax feedline. (Probably better than a UHF 
"bulkhead" connector--they're not weatherproof, which is why the 
commercial sealing-up gunk sells well. Type Ns are, btw, and even ‘way 
high on Midwestern towers, a mere wrapping of black tape keeps them 
unscrewable). 

Don't know what the foam like at RF--for open-wire lines, it might be 
problematic. (I'm fond of feedthrough insulators, though you can still 
get the "tubes" for tube & knob AC mains wiring and run continuous wire). 
It does not seem to react chemically with copper or PVC insulation. 

It won't weather well unless painted, btw.

The FT-401B in it's American version uses a pair of 6KD6's in the final 
and will put out 300 watts or so, on 75m...it's 500, 550 watt input rig. 


I do like the way it looks and it's a pretty good radio for use on 80 thru 
20 meters....I have never tried my predecessor to the 401B, the FTDX400, 
on 15 or 10, but it uses the same finals as the 401B out in the garage 

and is for all purposes just an earlier version of the radio. I have had 
good reports on the 400 on 75 and the receiver is pretty decent... 


I know this is going to sound like heresy, but, it's at least as good if not 
better than the Hallicrafters or Swan radios I have. For instance 
it has a 1kHz dial readout that is very linear across the band 
(at least for as old a rig as it is, it's nearly in league with the KWM-2A 
linearity, but I have seen used -2(A)s with more error than the 
FTDX400 has). It's got a lot of handwiring that was done by underpaid 
labor but works well. The Hallicrafters SR-400A is straining to put out 
275 watts, but, on the same wattmeter the Yaesu puts out a little more than 
300 (on 75). The filter bandwidth seems a little tighter than the SR-400's 
in it's ultimate rejection, but, still a bit more gentle than some of the 
newest rigs....the SR-400A's noise blanker, though, is better than the 
FT-990's and is the best one I have for removing noise even on 75m....I need 
to use that rig more! The SR-400A also has a notch filter that varies in it's 
effectiveness.... 


The Swan 600R-600T set has about the same output, but, the Yaesu has 
the 1kHz dial resolution while the Swan's have 2 kHz dials. I have yet to 
tame a parasistc oscillation in the 600T on 15m but one of these days.... 


The Yaesu also has a vernier drive on the plate tuning control which the 
Swan lacks...the 7360 balanced modulator used in both these rigs is better 
in the Yaesu than the Swan...much easier to balance out on the Yaesu. 


The stock 600R has no noise blanker and only one filter width, 2.7kHz, that 
is a bit wide, but not too bad if the bands aren't too crowded. The 600-R 
Custom, though, addressed those with a 16pole narrow SSB filter, 

a CW filter, a noise blanker, and a couple of other refinements that 

I don't remember right now. 


The Yaesu also has one accessory that theKWM-2 series never had from 
Collins...RIT, or as Yaesu calls it, a Clarifier; and a noise limiter that 
at least 

helps a little..the Collins, well, that was an accessory and needed tuning 
as you used it....PLUS the 401B can be set up with a CW filter that was 

a 600hz wide (if I remember correctly) maybe 700hz, filter which is a whole 
heck of a lot better than even the 2.1kc Collins mechanical filter on CW. 


The FT-401B also has three auxiliary band positions that can be setup to 
work on the WARC bands, if one desires, the Swans, Hallicrafters, and 
KWM-2 (I know, NOT the -2A) had no easy way to add these bands without 
sacrificing the bands already installed. 


All in all, the FT401B is a pretty neat, full of firebottles rig that really had 
a lot of neat features packaged into one rig. It's fairly stable, has good 
power output, a decent receiver and "creature comforts" that weren't 

always tied together in any other American transceiver of similar vintage. 

Keep the fan oiled and running well and don't run the bejeezus out of it 

and you should have a pretty neat standard of comparison.
